District No.1. Summer Term taught by Miss Hattie A. Wilkins, 
of Hillsborough. Length of term 7 weeks. Whole No. of Scholars 
17. Average attendance 12. No. times Tardy 29. No. of days non- 
attendance 172. 

This School commenced June 7th, but owing to the prevalence of sick- 
ness in the District,adjourned for one week. Near the second commence- 
ment, we visited the School which appeared very well, with the excep- 
tion of a part of the scholars being somewhat noisy and restless; but 
before the money was expended disease again appeared more fatal to the 
School than before, and it closed abruptly, without receiving a second 
visit. 

We cannot suppose the school to have been very profitable, but Miss 
Wilkins is a young teacher, well understanding the rudiments to be 
taught in our common schools, and it is not too much to presume that, 
under ordinary circumstances, she would have had the best of success. 

The remainder of the money intended for Summer School was expend- 
” in i Fall, Miss Mary E. Muzzy, teacher. Length of term nearly 

weeks. 

Winter Term, taught by Mr. S. Garland Blanchard, of Henniker. 
Length of term 9 weeks, nearly. Whole No. of Scholars 24. Average 
attendance 21. No. times tardy 29. No. of days non-attendance 90. 
This School is still in session and appears in good condition. Mr. Blanch- 
ard is a well qualified teacher, of four terms experience, who loves his 
profession, and with an object in view is willing to labor for its attain- 
ment. 

JOSHUA C. MUZZEY, Prudential Committee. 


District No. 2. Summer erm, taught by Miss Frances Butler, of 
Hillsborough. Length of term, 10 weeks. Whole No. of Scholars 16. 
Average attendance, almost 15. No. times tardy 2. No. of days non- 
attendance 73. | 

This school was composed of smaller scholars and consequently less 
advanced than most of the other schools, but they are unusually prompt 
in attendance and quick to answer in their recitations, while the pro- 
grees made was good, especially in Geography and Reading. Miss But- 
er is a teacher of seven term’s experience, and has the faculty of secur- 
ing the best of feelings between herselt and scholars, but were I prone 
to find fault, | would say a little stricter decipline in recitations would 
improve the appearance of her classes. 
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Winter Term, taught by Miss Lydia J. Wilson. Length of term 124 
weeks. Whole No. of Scholars 23. Average attendancel9. No. times 
tardy 29. No. of days non-attendance 280. 

Miss Wilson was equally successful here as in her Summer term, ren- 
dering the school every way one of interest and profit. When such 
teachers can be obtained in our own town at a moderate compensation, 
is it not strange that those inexperienced and wholly unqualified should 
ever be found in our schools? Miss Wilsun’s Register was returned in 
due season, filled neatly and correctly, which speaks volumes in favor of 
a teacher.

District No. 3. But one Term, of 94 weeks, which commenced Oc- 
tober 5th, under the charge of Mr. George C. Patten. Whole No. of 
Scholars, 12. Average attendanee 8. No. times tardy 5. No. of days 
non-attendance 180. 

This School had been in session 4 weeks before it was visited. But at 
the close we noticed improvement had been made, more particularly in 
Arithmetic and Geographv. Mr. Patten is a teacher of experience and 
of advanced standing as a scholar. 

Mr. HALL, Prudential Committee. 


District No.4. Summer Term, taught by Miss Bliza A. Jackson, 
of New York City. Length of term 10 weeks. Whole No. of Scholars 
ll. Average attendance 7. No. times tardy 23. No. days non-atten- 
dance 209. 

Miss Jackson is well qualified to give instruction in our Schools, pos- 
sessing manners that are calculated to gain the affections of her small 
scholars, and thus secure good order. Such was the result the present 
term, and those who attended regularly made improvement. 

Winter Term taught by the same teacher. Length of term 11 weeks. 
Whole No. of Scholars 21. Average attendance 14. No. times tardy 
63. No. of days non-attendance 383. As there were but few scholars 
present at our closing visit, we are unable to report as definitely as oth- 
erwise the character of the school. Those present, in Geography and 
Mental Arithmetic, seemed to have made good progress. The class in 
Grammar was absent, but from Miss Jackson’s ability to teach this 
branch we presume it made good proficiency. From the condition and 
character of this School we think that a male teacher should be employ- 
ed in the Winter season. 

GEORGE S. RUNNELS, Prudential Committee. 


District No. 5. Summer Term, taught by Miss Ellen R. Gregg. 
Length of Term 12 weeks. Whole No. of Scholars 21. Average at- 
tendance 13. No. times tardy, none reported. No. days non-atten- 
dance 528. | 

Sickness, causing a broken term and irregular attendance, did much 
to injure the prosperity and success of this School, for which reason 
not so great advancement was expected as would have been under differ- 
ent circumstances ; but Miss Gregg seemed to labor with energy and per- 
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severance, and had the satisfaction of knowing that her efforts were not 
in vain. 

Winter Term, taught by Mr, George C. Patten. Length of Term 11 
weeks. Whole No. of Scholars 12. Average attendance 9. No times 
tardy. No. days non-attendance 181. 

We visited this School a few days before its close in order to make 
this report in season, and found about two-thirds of the scholars pres- 
ent. Kew men in town have had, as a teacher and Committee, greater 
opportunities to learn the condition and wants of our schools than Mr. 
Patten, and perhaps trom this fact more was expected of his school than 
otherwise would have been, but from some cause we were unable to per- 
ceive so thorough and decisive improvement as had been wished.

District No. 6. Summer Term, taught by Miss Abbie J. Carr, of 
Hillsborough. Length of term 10 weeks. Whole No. of Scholars 13, 
Average attendance 10. No. times tardy 5. No. of days non-atten- 
dance 162. ‘ 

This was Miss Carr's first attempt at teaching, and her success was 
such as to warrant the opinion that she will become, if not already, 
one of our best teachers. Good order. diligence and careful atten- 
tion to the text books characterized the school. We congratulate the 
District and Miss Carr upon the success of the school the present term. 

Winter Term, taught by Mr. Harrison C. Ferry. Length of term 9 
weeks.

At both of our visits to this School Mr. Ferry was laboring zealously, 
and was successful in bringing the school to a very satisfactory termina- 
tion. The scholars of this district seem at all times willing to comp] 
with the requirements of their teachers, and when they are favored with 
oe in one like Mr. Ferry, the school must be pleasant and profit- 
able.

District No. 7. Summer Term, taught by Miss Hannah EH. Shepard. 
Length of Term 9 weeks. Whole No. of Scholars 7. Average atten- 
dance 6.

This School was very small but one of the most quiet and orderly in 
town, and contained some very good scholars who made marked improve- 
ment, especially in Arithmetic and Grammar, although in this school, 
as in some others, not quite so lasting advancement was made in the lat- 
ter branch as would have been had analysis been attended to more close- 
ly. Miss Shepard is a teacher of six term’s experience, and in this 
school fully sustained the reputation she had previously won.

Winter Term, taught by Mr. Henry Gove. Length of term 74 weeks. 
Whole No, of Scholars 10. Average attengance 8. No. times tardy

At our first visit the larger scholars were absent, consequently we are 
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unable to report their progress, but at both visits the school appeared 
well, and we saw nothing why the term might not have been profitable.

District No. 8. Summer Term, taught by Miss Addie P. Pierce, of 
Francestowan. Length of term 10 weeks. Whole No. of Scholars 16. 
Average attendance 14. No. times tardy 58. No. of days non-atten- 
dance 94. 

At our first visit to this school the small scholars appeared noisy and 
restless, but towards the close presented a rather more quiet and orderly 
deportment. Excepting a few of the more advanced, the scholars did 
not seem to have made so great improvement as would haye been desir- 
able. Nevertheless, in this school were found some scholars as thorough 
and well appearing asin any of our Summer schools. This was Miss 
Pierce’s first experience in teaching and doubtless she toiled persever- 
ingly for the good of her school. 

Winter Term, taught by Mr. Benj. L. Bartlett. Length of term 10 weeks 
Whole No. of Scholars 19. Average attendance 16. No. times tardy 
161. No. days non-attendance 159. 

The citizens of the District evinced a commendable interest in the 
welfare of their school, and can boast of having the most comfortable 
and commodious school room in town. If they would spend a few dol- 
lars in ornamenting their house and provide the play ground with shade 
trees it would add much to the appearance of the place, which is a very 
pleasant school house location.

District No.9. Summer Term, taught by Miss Lydia J. Wilson. 
Length of term 11 weeks. Whole No of Scholars 14. Average atten- 
dance 11. No. times tardy 29. No. days non-attendance 141. 

This School, at both-our visits, appeared to be of the first order. In 
discipline and general appearance, I must say it was behind none of our 
other schools, and the examination showed that the scholars had made. 
such improvement as would be of a lasting and permanent character. 
Miss Wilson has recommended herself to the public by nineteen term’s 
of experience as a worthy and successful teacher. 

Winter Term, taught by Mr. William A. Muzzey. Length of term 
10 weeks. Whole No. of Scholors 28. Average attendance 23. No. 
times tardy 77. No. days non-attendance 247. 

_ Mr. Muzzey seemed well interested in behalf of his scholars, who were 
quiet and studious in their deportment, while the improvement made 
was good, especiallyjin the class commencing Grammar, and in Reading 
and Spelling. The fact that the District employed Mr. Muzzey a few 
weeks after the public money was expended is for him a good recom- 
mendation.

Districr No. 10. But one Term, which commenced October 4th, 
under the charge of Miss M. A. Newhall, of Henniker. Length of term 
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12 weeks. Whole No. of Scholars 5. Average attendance 4. No. 
times tardy 5. No. days non-attendance 66. 

This School was very small, but the exomination gave proof that Miss 
Newhall had labored diligently and with good success. ‘The scholars 
showed there had been a thorough drill in every thing passed over, and 
certainly the instruction given in Grammar was of a character not sur- 
passed by any teacher in town. May a larger number of scholars in 
suture enjoy the advantages of her instruction.

District No. 11. But one Term, which commenced April 5th, un- 
der the charge of Miss Lucinda L. Bartlett. Length of term 84 weeks. 
Whole No. of Scholars 6. Average attendance 3. No. times tardy 15.

We visited this School the second day of its session and found two 
scholars present. Being unable to ascertain definitely when the school 
would close, it was not visited a second time. Miss Bartlett may have 
labored faithfully, but it is wrong that the amount of money in this 
District should be expended to so little practical benefit. It will be 
seen that the statistical matter here presented, as in one other District, 
does not correspond with that on the last page. The number who at- 
tended school is here reported while there only those who belong in the

TEXT BOOKS. 


The regulating of Text-Books in our Common Schools is one of the 
most important and delicate functions to be performed by the Superin- 
tending School Committee. It is a duty which is often left undone to 
ayoid the censure that is ready to be hurled at him who attempts to dic- 
tate the precise books which, in his opinion, are best adapted to the 
wants of the Schools. Such neglect of duty ulways leads tu a multi- 
plicity of books, of every description and quality, and the cause of ed- 
ucation in such cases must suffer severely. 

The Committee, at the commencement of the present year was, from 
the want of personal knowledge in relation to our schools, unable to 
decide the precise changes necessary, or the text-books best suited to 
their wants, and as the subject is one that requires the most careful dis- 
cretion, it being far better for the schools and town that the books pre- 
viously used, though they might be faulty in many respects, should be 
retained rather than exchanged for others of an inferior quality, he has 
introduced and recommended for future use no books except those that 
have been carefully examined and pronounzed as faultless as any by the 
best judges in the State. 

Colton & Fitch’s Modern Sehool and Introductory Geographies have 
been introduced and used with very good success. ‘Their superior ad- 
aptation to our schools above the books previously used can be seen by 
any competent judge who will compare them side by side. 
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The subject of Grammar, as taught and studied in moat of our schools 
is faulty beyond description. Weld’s Grammar, previously introduced 
and used in some of the schools, was recommended the present year, but 
in some Districts the antipathy to it was:so great that it seemed wrong 
to compel its use or to remove other Grammars from the school; yet we 
have felt, at the close of those schools in which the analysis of 
the language was not taught that they might as well haye used no 
Grammar as far as learning the structure of the English language is 
concerned. 

Of what practical advantage can it be to know to what parts of speech 
the words of a senténce usually belong, compared with that obtained 


from knowing the relation which these words sustain to each other, and — 


knowing, too, the important office that eyery member performs in bring- 
ing out those nice shades of thought found in a well written composi- 
tion. It is therefore earnestly recommended that a system of analysis be 
introduced into the schools of this town, that the dry study of Gram- 
mar, as it is usually considered, may become more useful and interesting. 

Town’s Series of Readers have been in the schools the past year, and 
might be ¢ontinued some time longer were not the selections they con- 
tain getting to be from use such as fail to interest teachers and scholars. 
Town & Holbrook’s Progressive Series have therefore been placed in the 
list of text-books, recommended as a series containing such new selec- 
tions as will serve to interest, while they improve the moral and intel- 
lectual training of the child. ig

SCHOOL HOUSES. 


Some of these are comfortable buildings'and serve well the purposes 
for which they are designed, while others are in so bad a condition as 
not only to render them inconvenient and uncomfortable, but absolutely 
unhealthy to a degree that must tend to impair the constitution of the 
child. If your school room is low posted and in so dilapidated a con- 
dition as to permit the wind and storm to enter at every corner, while it 
is warmed by the use of a small, tight stove, with no ventilation better 
than the letting down of a few windows, thus bringing a strong current 
of air directly upon the heads of your children, the result is inevitable 
to bring to your teachers and scholars bad colds, coughs, sore throats 
and headaches, which may terminate in fever or consumption. Now, if 
it is true, citi.ens of Deering, as you must admit, if you give the sub- 
ject a careful consideration, that any of our school rooms are in such a
